GETTYSBURG. 


Fifty years! 
To us of the younger generation It 


seems an age. 
Already the buttle of 


Gettysburg is becoming legendary, a 
gigantic event .of some remote time. 


Yet to those who participated it is 


lint n few years since they struggled 
on Little Round Top, in the Peach Or- 
chard or met the surge of the gray line 
when it reached the "high water mark 
of the rebellion." 


A short time ngo I stood on the bat- 


tlefield tlmt marked one of the turning 
points in the history of the race. ' I 
rode along the lines, extending miles 
in length, where in close formation tbe 
two armies faced each other. 
The 


spring sunshine lay upon the Deld, 
gleaming upon tlie monuments and 
shimmering otf across the grass where 
once it shimmered on ranks of bayo- 
nets. 
I tried to make it seem real, 


bht the vivid sense of suffering and 
death would not come at my bidding. 
Rather, it was like some Homeric epic 
written in ninrblc and landscape. 


Yet, although I could not materialize 


the scene and realize the horror of it 
rill, n finer something rose out of'the 
battlefield and took possession of me. 
It was tbe heroism of it. tbe self sac- 
rifice, the devotion, the mighty issues 
decided. I could not tbiuk of it as a 
field of death, but rather us one of life 
—life to my country. life to liberty, life 
to a hnppier and nobler civilization In 
tbe long ami fruitful centuries of tlie 
future. 
The negative side of the pic- 


ture was hidden from me, but the posi- 
tive side, the glory, the poetry, the no- 
bility, the immortiil element in it thai, 
will be told to tbe remotest genera- 
tions, all this was vivid and very pres- 
ent. 


Perhaps it was better so, for in very 


truth it was a field of life rather than 
death—a field of life even to the men 
who fell there and who now enjoy a 
double immortality because of their 
sliare in that fate making struggle.' 
The palu and loss were personal, while 
Ihe gain is national, racial and spirit- 
ual. Gettysburg marked not only the

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


To outwit the moth, brush the furs 


or clothing put into the bags or wrap- 
ping and into the box or drawer set 
an uncorked two-ounce bottle of chlo- 
form. 
This -will not only kill 
the 


moths, but any eggs which may be in 
the garments. 


Lemon jelly, or in fact any gelatine 


jellies may be remolded it' they are 
carefully softened by heat. 
Do not 


allow the mixture to boil, or it will 
ruin the flavor. Pour into wet molds 
and chill. 


Melted ice may be used in cakes,

nor when too cold nor TOO OFTEN, 
serious harm may- not resuft. 
'-But 
the big danger does arise from the 
manner of preparation and serving. 
No mother wants her 
children to 
drink soda water in any form which 
contains artificially /colored flavors, 
benzoate of soda and coloring, and 
froth produced by soap bark. 


But even these are small evils as 
compared with the drinking glass. 
In a recent report written by a doc- 
tor in the east, he said several phy- 
sicians have told him they have given 
up drinking soda, water" concoctions 
because they happened to see patients 
at the counters whom they knew to 
have infected mouths and lips. This 
physician advocates paper cups for 
soda fountains. They are more neces- 
sary there than in railroad trains, he 
says, because plain water is quickly 
drank and contains no solid or viscid 
material to retain the infection. There 
is much need of education at this 
most common drinking place. 


In one breath the distributor will 


tell you, "We don't have any but nat- 
ural syrups: there is no demand for 
artificial 
stuff any' more," and 
the 


next minute you will discover all their 
sirups contain benzoate of soda and 
added color. 
What can bo done? 
They insist benzoate must be used in 


order'to have the fruit keep whe 
open and yet the Food and Drug Con 
mission of Pennsylvania made a tes 
of over 2,000 experiments from Ma 
until October and, keeping the sod 
fountain clean, had no need for pre 
servatives. 


On the lower eaot side of Nev 
York, too, was found a bottler of sodi. 
water sirups, who did not considei 
benaoate of soda necessary. 
In' this 
little plant a Russian family—father 
mother, grown up daughter and two 
children—worked together putting uj 
pure fruit sirups. 


No Preservatives There. 
No, 
indeed.- the 
man 
protested 


when asked about artificial preserva 
lives, he used nothing of the kind; he 
had his name to make. Then he tool- 
Hie investigators into his kitchen 
"Here is water," he said. 
"Here is 


sugar"—dumping in that- ingredient— 
"and here is fruit"—indicating the 
strawberries which awaited the dis- 
solving of the sugar. "Nothing else'.' 
These artificial ingredients surely 


can. be dispensed with and the soda 
fountain constructed on the most ap- 
proved sanitary principles; and every 
portion of the apparatus which comes 
in contact with the ingredients can 
and should be .of 
porcelain, 
glass, 
silver or block' tin. 


The facilities Cor washing glasses, 


including automatic rinsers and sinks 
through which w;ater can be kept an 
tomatically running, coming in at the 
bottom and overflowing at the top, 
are .essential. One c.f these was used 
at a booth in a pure food exposition 
where I lectured recently. 
In that 
booth there was | no doubt about the 
cleanliness of the glasses used . 
But at the majority of fountains the 
great unsolved problem is the wash- 
ing of the glasses. 
One has only to 
take a. peep over the counter at the 
pail of dirty water where the glasses 
are washed or rather dipped to satisfy 
oneself that if our children will pat- 
ronize such fountains, then hasten 
the day when th.e paper cup will be 
'n universal use. Whatever the cost 
in cleanliness and pure1 food for the 
health of our 
families, the public 
ought to be willing to pay for the 
extra cost of safety.
